Police grill 4 in Gregg 
shooting 
Bullet kills girl, 17

A 17-year-old Chillicothe girl was 
fatally wounded early Friday in a 
shooting at a Gregg Street home. 
Police Chief Rodman Scott identified 
the dead girl as Demeatris Louise 
Winfield of 250 Locust St., Chillicothe. 
She was pronounced dead on arrival at 
University Hospital, Columbus, shortly 
after 5 a.m. 
County Coroner Dr. Ralph Gebhart 
said death was caused by a gunshot 
wound to the left side of her head near 
the ear. The bullet, the caliber as yet 
unknown, was still lodged in her brain, 
X-rays revealed. Dr. Gebhart said the 
death was an apparent homicide. 
Police have taken four local men 
into custody for questioning, all of 
them believed to have been at the 


residence at the time of the shooting. 
Officers are attempting to locate two 
others. CTiief Scott said no charges 
have yet been filed in the shooting A 
pistol was the apparent weapon. 
Chillicothe police picked up two of 
the apparent witnesses shortly before 
11a.m. and local officers were en route 
there to question the pair. 


P O LIC E DISPATC H ER Mike Taylor 
said he was notified of the shooting by 
Esto Haithcock Jr., Delaware St., 
Steve Robinson, Bloomingburg, and 
Leonard Kelley, who lives at the 
shooting scene. Taylor said he met the 
trio at the door of police headquarters 
after hearing a horn 
blowing on 
Fayette Street in front of the building.

In­ 
difference and confusion over election 
issues are two reasons why Ohioans 
may avoid the polls for the May 8 
primary. 
Election officials in four Ohio 
counties report registration for this off- 
year election is “ very light.” 
Voters can register until April 27 in 
districts holding special elections, but 
the deadline was April 9 for all Ohio 
districts which have a May primary 
with candidates on the ballot. 


The issues failing to attract the 
voters include proposals to amend the 
Ohio Constitution to permit a state 
lottery; permit taxing for construction 
of sanitary sewers and waterlines; re­ 
peal a provision which disqualifies 
convicted embezzlers of public funds 
from holding any office in the state, 
and prevent any person holding public 
money for disbursement, or otherwise, 
from having a seat in the legislature 
until the money is paid to the treasurer. 


Jam es Marsh, of the Ohio Secretary 
of State’s office, said the seven con­ 
stitutional amendment proposals on 
the ballot have not generated a large 
registration turnout.

The decision marks a sharp tur­ 
naround in thinking at the W hite House 
Earlier, it had impounded a substantial 
portion of the funds. 
The impact aid to bt' distributed to 
some 4,650 school districts by midyear 
includes $68 million in one-time assist­ 
ance to areas hit by Tropical Storm 
Agnes last June. 
The decision will be especially im­ 
portant to districts with large numbers 
of non military federal employes living 
but not working in their communities 
Many had feared they would lose 
millions of dollars already locked into 
their budgets. 
The allocations will be prorated 
under last year’s form ula, H EW 
sources said 
Districts will receive KH) per cent of 
their entitlement if children of federal 
employes living and working on federal 
premises make up at least 25 per cent 
of total enrollment, 90 per cent if less 
than 25 per cent of enrollment, and 73 
per cent in other categories. 
The entitlement figures are based on 
what districts would have received had 
the program been funded at KH) per 
cent of authorization. 
Most of the money in the 22-year-old 
program goes to school districts on the 
basis of two categories. Children in 
Category A are those who live on 
federal property and attend nearby 
public schools. Parents of Category B 
children live in private residential 
areas but work at federal installations.

Education had been distributing 1972-73 
funds only for Category A, which has

Court showdown is shaping up in the 
growing controversy over presidential 
power if the Nixon administration 
wants to test the issue. 
Federal judges within the last two

ministration has yet to say whether it 
will appeal the decisions that ruled 
against presidential power to impound 
appropriated funds and halted dis­ 
memberment of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 
The Administration maintained that 
both questions were political ones to be 
thrashed out between the President 
and Congress without a judicial 
referee. 
In each case, that argument was 
rejected by the courts. 
In halting as illegal 
the ad­ 
ministration’s plan to abolish DEO, 
U.S. District Court Judge William 
Jones placed his assessment of the 
government’s present policy in stark 
terms. 
The government “ really argues that 
the 
Constitution 
confers 
the 
discretionary power upon the president 
to refuse to execute laws passed by 
Congress with which he disagrees,” 
Jones wrote Wednesday. 
Jones ruled to the contrary as did the 
U.S. Circuit Court at St. Louis in a 
much more-limited opinion issued last 
week

Irwin Schiff, an economist friend of 
mine who has a well-earned reputation 
not only as an analyst but as a prophet, 
has asked a leading question of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
The U.S. government itself has of 
finally stated that $l,(KK) U.S. dollars 
as of Feb 11,1973, had lost SHK) in value 
by Feb. 12 because of the devaluation. 
Since the dollar is now officially worth 
only 90 cents, Mr. Schiff wonders why it 
wouldn't be legal to knock IO per cent 
off one’s income for tax purposes. 
“ Financially,” he says, “ it makes no 
difference if a taxpayer Owes pur­ 
chasing power by losing money himself 
(and thus creating a tax deductible 
loss) or if the government loses pur­ 
chasing power for him by devaluating 
the money he owns or has a claim to.” 
Mr Schiff is being wryly facetious, of 
course. For two generations now the 
government has been taking capital 
gains without reference to the inflation 
that has cut the value of the dollar in 
half.

simply be run off a press and they 
would be. Prices would climb higher 
and higher (price controls would be 
demanded but would do no good) and 
gold would get scarcer and scarcer. 
Such a move would not be interpreted 
as strengthening the dollar since a 
dollar backed by nothing cannot be

by 
something. Ultimately we would lose 
two or three billion more (in gold) and 
then hojx'fully it 
would dawn on 
somebody that we dare not lose it all.” 


At this point, Schiff told the senators, 
gold sales to foreign nations would be 
suspended. 


PROXMIRE AND MARTIN disputed 
Mr. Schiff’s gloomy predictions. 
Proxmire called the gold reserve 
requirement “ Irrational,” and Martin 
said the removal of gold backing was 
‘inevitable” and actually necessary to 
“discourage market speculation.” So 
Schiff was made to look amateurish by 
the “experts” when he prophesied that 
our 
new 
policies 
would 
end 
in 
devaluation and price controls, with 
gold hitting $105 an ounce on the free 
market instead of $35 an ounce. Schiff 
missed the mark by a few dollars; gold 
was at $95 an ounce on the free market 
in mid February of 1973. 
(Jive Richard Nixon credit, he is 
trying to do something to check in­ 
flation and, thus, to keep the IRS honest 
when it insists on taxing your dollars as 
if they were stable entities.

WASHINGTON 
There is some 
misconception of what old King Canute 
was up to when he sat on the shore and 
ordered the tide to stay back Under no 
illusion himself, he was demonstrating 
to his foolish sycophantic courtiers that 
he could not control the forces of 
nature.

parallel may exist here with 
President Nixon’s attempt to hold back 
prices against what many of his own 
courtiers believe are the inexorable 
laws of supply and demand. 
As the battle of the beefsteak rages 
on, grumbling can be heard in the 
White House directed at Secretary of 
the Treasury and general commander 
of domestic affairs George P. Shultz. 
The kindest thing said alwut him is that 
he is an ideologue with his feet stuck in 
concrete. 
Whether Shultz was personally 
responsible for the incredible folly of 
abandoning the Phase 2 controls, which 
were working fairly well, for the 
charade of Phase 3 no one will say. But 
the onus falls heavily on the com­ 
mander who now confronts the rising 
tide of protests, boycotts and a demand 
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in Congress for a rollback of prices to 
the level of early January. 


OBSERVERS with close contacts 
with consumers feel that neither the 
boycott nor the freeze on food prices 
will substantially lower the total the 
housewife pays at the checkout 
counter. The latest 2.2 per cent jump in 
wholesale prices makes the retail 
climb inevitable for several months 
ahead And the most-disturbing aspect 
of that jump was the way in which 
prices of industrial comm odities 
nearly kept pace with the consumer 
rise. 
One of the ablest consumer advisers, 
Mrs. Esther Peterson, a form er 
assistant Secretary of Labor, in talking 
to housewives finds an awareness that 
government tinkering with prices is not 
enough. As one of her audience put it 
recently: 
“ I’m a Republican and I don’t like to 
think that it’s Mr. Nixon's fault that 
we’re paying $2 a pound for steak and 
$1.50 a pound for hamburger. Isn’t 
there something wrong with our food 
policy?” 


A GREAT MANY people are asking 
whether the present food jxdicy is not a 
completely outmoded carryover from 
the scarcity concept of the ’30s. That

problems of food at home and abroad 
could be manSgeable.

prescriptions for a new policy. Most 
important was the stabilization of food 
drains with a government-sponsored 
storage and insurance program to 
level off the peaks and valleys in the 
supply of what is the raw material of 
meat production. It takes eight pounds 
of grain to produce one pound of beef. 
Agriculture is the most-vital element 
in the American economy. If the full 
force of productivity on the farms is 
unleashed, exports of wheat, feed 
grains and soybeans can go a long way 
to offset the deterioriating trade 
balance in the next decade. 
The red-ink side of the trade ledger 
will be augmented by 1980 with a deficit 
in the cost of imported oil of up to $17 
billion a year.

AP Food Editor 
ladyfingers are so popular that food 
markets all over the country carry 
them. But if you like to cook from 
scratch, make your own according to 
the following recipe. 
After the ladyfingers are baked you 
may serve them “as is" or put two 
together with a favorite frosting. Or 
you may want to use them as a base for 
an "icebox” dessert or strawberry 
shortcake. 
LA D Y FIN G E R S 
Vz cup sifted cake flour 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
' h teaspoon salt 
3 eggs 
Vz cup plus 2 tablespoons sugar 


>2 cup teaspoon vanilla 
Grease and lightly flour 2 ladyfinger 
pans (each pan holding 12 shapes and 
each shape* about 4 inches long and l */4 
inches wide at narrow middle section) 
On wax paper sift together the flour, 
cornstarch and salt. 
In small lx>wl of electric mixer, at 
medium speed, beat together the eggs, 
Vfe cup of the sugar and the vanilla until 
thick and ivory color. Gradually fold in 
Sifted flour mixture making sure that 
all dry particles are blended. 
Fill each ladyfinger shape in one of 
the pans with about 2 tablespoons 
batter 
batter will come up to top of 
shapes. Sprinkle I tablespoon of the* 
remaining sugar over batter. Keep 
remaining batter refrigerated while 
baking first pan, then till and hake 
second pan the same way. 
Bake in a preheated 350-degree oven 
until a cake tester inserted in center 
comes out clean 
12 to 15 minutes. 
Cool slightly, then loosening edges with 
a small spatula, remove from pan to 
wire rack to cool completely.

BECAUSE her mother spent years 
working on a large quilt that never got 
finished. Ann-Sargent Wooster has a 
new interest in life. A painter and a 
sculptor whose ambition is to become 
an art critic, Ann is not only a prolific 
quilter but the author of a fascinating 
book on the subject. A combined 
history and how-to volume, her book, 
“ Quiltmaking — The Modern Ap­ 
proach to a Traditional Craft,” was 
just published by Drake. 


Story of a Book 
“ The book is a result of several 
things,” she said, “ my mother’s never- 
finished quilt — I ’m in the process of 
finishing it - and a show of American 
quilts I stumbled into at the Whitney 
Museum a few years back. Because 
I’m an artist, I got interested in 
quilting designs and before I knew’ it I 
was hooked.” 
Ann, who also authored “ The Art 
Reference Guide” , likes to dig into 
subjects and find out where and how 
ideas originated. Her research resulted 
in “ Quiltmaking” . 
‘‘You know,” she said, ‘‘quilts 
started out to fill a practical need, but 
when women got into making them 
they got involved with color and pat­ 
tern and quilts became an art form.” 


Origin of “ Spinster” 
Among the fascinating facts men­ 
tioned in the book is the origin of the 
word spinster. 
“ When the Pilgrims first came to 
America they didn’t make quilts,” she 
said, “ because they had to import ail 
fabric from England and they needed 
clothing more than they need bed­ 
covers. By 1640 they were allowed to 
make linen. Each family, by law, was 
required to have the services of a full­ 
time spinner, usually a child or an 
unmarried woman, hence the term 
spinster.” 
The book, which is illustrated with 
drawings and photographs by Ann, 
includes a Quilting Dictionary that 
explains standard quilt types and 
terms. You can dip into the book 
anyplace and find fascinating reading 
or how-to tips and sketches that show 
you how to duplicate some of the most 
famous quilting patterns. 
One of the most :.i sci na ting pages of 


American quilting history, says Ann. 
involved Friendship Quilts, a tradition 
similar to barn raising. For a Friend­ 
ship Quilt, each friend donated a 
square. 
Marriage Quilts date back to 1700 
when an engaged girl would invite her 
friends to her home to see her wedding 
presents and to help her make a 
Wedding Quilt, one with hearts and 
other symbols of love. The charming 
custom died out around 1900 
when 
household gifts replaced quilt blocks. 
Ann, who is working for her doc­ 
torate in Art History at Hunter College 
in New York, prefers quilting small 
things — jackets, pillows, baby quilts 
because she has little time for big 
projects. Her book suggests how these 
can be made, too. 
If you are interested in “ Quilt­ 
making” or its fascinating history, you

Ohio counties disaster areas 


TO LED O , Ohio (A P ) 
President 
Nixon was asked to declare eight Ohio 
counties federal disaster areas after 
officials estimated damage caused by 
I^ake Erie flooding earlier this week at 
$27.5 million. 
Gov. John Gilligan surveyed the 
flood-stricken area Thursday before 
making the request for federal aid. The 
counties included Lucas, Ottawa, 
Sandusky, Erie, 
I^orain, Cuyahoga, 
l^ake and Ashtabula. 
Hardest-hit by Lake Erie waters was 
the Point Place area of Toledo. Of­ 
ficials estimated the damage as $2.5 
million there 
By Thursday, most of the water had 
been pumped from 
the area 
and 
residents had returned to their homes. 
Electricity had been restored to all but 
a few homes Gas service was expected 
to be completely restored this af­ 
ternoon. 
City workers were repairing damage 
to a dike in the Point Place area. By 


Thursday, a private contractor had 
repaired an 80 foot breach in a high­ 
w ay 
Northwestern Ohio nearly saw a 
replay of flooding Thursday. Flood 
warnings were issued early in the day. 
But waters dropped later after winds 
shifted. Minor flooding was reported 
lf the 
President 
grants disaster 
status, homeowners and businessmen 
in the area would be eligible for low- 
intcarest federal loans. 
The same district was declared a 
disaster area in November, 1972, after 
another flood struck Claims were re­ 
ceived totaling $1.6 million from the 
Point Place section.

Party insiders say left-wing strength 
has grown considerably but not enough 
to change Brandt’s policies. The voting 
today for the p a r ty ’s 35-m em ber 
executive committee would normally

needed a room of his own in his fight 
against the disease.

children had lived. 
Since that time, Mrs. Mamie Clark, 
29, and her children have lived at a 
welfare shelter. But today is different. 
President Nixon, a federal official 
said, found a new home for Jessie and 
his family, that will give the boy what 
doctor’s say he needs most—a room of 
his own in his fight against the disease. 
“ The P resid en t’s giving you a 
house,” Mrs. Clark quoted Gilbert 
DeLorme as telling her. DeLorme is 
deputy area director of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development.

Would your selection be influenced if 
you had to pay for it and you knew the 
beans cost a loth as much and had the 
same nutritional value? 
Experts from the U S Depart merit of 
Agriculture wary of such ticklish 
items as food controls and meat 
boycotts 
didn’t pose the problem 
exactly that way today. But that’s the 
way it came out. 
What the US1JA experts did was to 
(Hit out some advice on how to stretch 
the food dollar for protein rich, liody- 
huildmg foods necessary in family 
nutrition They very carefully avoided 
any recommendations. 
Measured in terms of February 
grocery prices, a six-eent serving of 
dry licans will provide the same 
amount of protein as 66 cents worth of 
porterhouse steak or 67 cents worth of 
lamb chops, the experts said 
Further, according to the UNDA cost 
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figures, when it comes strictly to meat 
and poultry, the best buys for protein- 
conscious shoppers are whole chicken 
and hamburger.

Editor's Note H. R. Haldeman and 
John D. Ehrlichman are two of the 
most powerful of President Nixon’s 
lieutenants. Here is a close look at the 
men and their duties by Frank Cor­ 
mier, AP White House correspondent.

Robbins Haldeman and John Daniel 
Ehrlichman share an ample supply of 
critics 
and a boss who considers both 
of them nearly indispensable. The boss 
is President Nixon, so the critics don’t 
count for much at the White House. 
No 
s tra n g e rs 
to 
controversy, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichm an also share 
with Henry A. Kissinger the distinc­ 
tion of being Nixon’s most powerful 
assistants. Charter members of what 
som e have called 
the “ G erm an 
Mafia,” they regulate the flow of 
people, papers and proposals reaching 
the President's office. 
H aldem an 
everyone 
calls 
him 
Bob is chief of the White House staff, 
keeper of the gates and Nixon’s nay- 
sayer. Ehrlichman has likened him to a 
lord chamberlain. 
Soon after the President took his oath 
in 1969, Haldeman’s office became 
known to critics as the “ Berlin wall” 
because members of the Cabinet and 
Congress found it blocking the path to 
Nixon’s door. 
More* recently. R epublican Sen. 
Lowell 
W eicker 
of 
C onnecticut 
suggested 
Haldeman 
had 
advance 
knowledge of policies and personalities 
behind the W atergate conspiracy and 
should resign. The bipartisan leaders 
of the Senate select committee in­ 
vestigating campaign misdeeds stated 
publicly 
they 
had 
no 
evidence 
Haldeman was involved. Haldeman 
added a firm denial of his own. 
E h rlich m an 
is 
the 
P re s id e n t’s 
domestic policy assistant and, like 
Haldeman, he has been judged too 
aloof and inaccessible by some ad­ 
ministration officials as well as sena­ 
tors and congressmen. 
The two men, close friends since 
college days at UCLA, are Christian 
Scientists who neither smoke nor drink. 
As young men they were Eagle Scouts. 
Like Nixon, they display enameled 
American flags on their lapels and 
Haldeman even shares the President’s 
enthusiasm for cottage cheese lunches. 
Politically, 
Haldeman 
is 
a 
con­ 
se rv a tiv e g e n e ra lly re g ard e d 
as 
standing somewhat to the right of 
Nixon. Ehrlichman is seen as more 
receptive to liberal thought. Both are 
intensely loyal to Nixon. 
Ehrlichman, when interviewed by 
author 
Allen 
Drury 
for 
his 
book 
“Courage and Hesitation,” said: “Part 
of our job is never to confront the 
President with a situation in which he 
has to disappoint someone or take a 
harsh action. For that reason, we 
usually send 
memoes to him 
for 
decision. He can then be perfectly free 
to turn ideas down without making his 
decisions personal.” 
H aldem an 
also 
gave 
D rury 
testimony to Nixon’s detachment from 
argumentative hurly-burly, 
and 
to 
Haldeman’s own reputation for barring 
the presidential door. 
“ Ehrlichman, Kissinger and I do our 
best to m ake sure that all points of view 
are placed before the President,” he 
said. “ We do act as a screen, because 
there is a real danger of some advocate 
of an idea rushing in to the President or 
some other decision-maker, 
if the 
person is allowed to do so, and actually 
managing to convince them in a burst 
of emotion or argument. We try to 
make sure that all arguments are 
presented calmy and fairly across the 
Ixiard.” 
In pre-election days, H aldem an 
made no secret of a conviction that the 
original builders of Washington wisely 
placed the White House and the Capitol 
at 
opposite ends of 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 
“ I don’t think,” he said, “Congress is 
supposed to work 
with the White 
House ..There is a clearcut division of 


power which was intentional, and I 
think that a certain amount of distance 
is healthy.” 
Since 
November, 
Haldeman 
and 
Ehrlichman have been more accessible 
to C ongress m em bers, especially 
Republicans who argued they fared 
poorly in the diction because of White 
House preoccupation with fashioning a 
Nixon landslide. C onsultation and 
Cooperation now are oft-used words 
and the President himself has found it 
desirable to expand the list of those 
invited to periodic breakfast sessions 
with GDP congressional leaders. 
Haldeman, 
46, 
married and 
the 
father of four, became a dedicated 
Nixon partisan more than 20 years ago, 
admiring his dogged pursuit of alleged 
Communist Alger Hiss. A volunteer 
whose responsibilities increased with 
each Nixon campaign starting in 1956, 
he enlisted Ehrlichman in the cause. 
Haldeman looks like a chief of staff, 
erect and tall, his thinning crewcut 
showing am ple scalp His sense of hu­ 
mor tends to be rather sardonic. 
He brought several proteges, among 
them p re ss se c re ta ry R onald L.

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Ziegler, to the Nixon staff from his 
position as vice president and Los 
Angeles m anager of the J. Walter

Haldeman’s most visible avocation is 
taking home movies of Nixon, which he 
shows to friends. Tennis, chess and the 
guitar also lay claim to his limited 
leisure time, along with such plays as 
“ G odspell” 
and 
“ Je s u s 
Christ 
Superstar.” Cocktail parties are not for 
him. 
Ehrlichman is the more affableof the 
two but is no devotee of the Georgetown 
party circuit either. A World War II air 
corps navigator and former Seattle 
zoning attorney, he is 48, stocky, round- 
faced and balding. He and his wife have 
five children. 
He and Haldeman have a zest for 
sunshine 
that 
keeps 
them 
tanned 
troughout much of the year as they 
follow 
their 
boss to 
Florida 
and 
Southern California. 
Ehrlichman thinks of himself as an 
attorney with a single client, Richard 
Nixon. 
His loyalty is unquestioned. So is

Hatfield fears 
involvement 
in Cambodia 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. Mark O. 
Hatfield, fresh 
from 
briefings 
by 
Pentagon and State Department of­ 
ficials, says he believes events in Cam­ 
bodia are following the pattern of 
secret commitments that 
preceded 
U.S. entry into Vietnam nearly a 
decade ago. 
I he Oregon Republican's statement 
came amid rising senatorial concern 
ov or ( anthodia and as President Nixon 
received a 45-minute report 
from 
trouble-shooter Gen. Alexander M. 
Haig Jr. on his Southeast Asian fact­ 
finding mission. 
The White House gave no details on 
Haig’s 45-minute meeting with Nixon 
Thursday afternoon. 
Secretary of Defense Elliot L. 
Richardson, meanwhile, said “ there 
are no proposals for a possible South 
Vietnamese drive into Cambodia to 
ease Communist pressure. But he said 
the presence of North Vietnamese 
troops in Cambodia in violation of the 
cease-fire agreement gives South 
Vietnam “ a basis for retaliatory, self- 
protective action.” 
Hatfield, a long-time critic of U.S. 
policy in Southeast Asia, said “ my 
anxiety has intensified" that U.S. 
actions in Cambodia may be repeating 
"the pattern of secret commitments 
and public denials" of Vietnam.

briefing by administration officials to a 
Senate Appropriations subcommittee 
on which he serves.“ Developments in 
the past days heighten the unpleasant 
but unavoidable truth that we are on

dochinese war,” Hatfield said.

Creative

“ I started making my own clothes at 
l l , ” the attractive Mrs. Bucher says. 
“ My mother was a frilly Southerner 
and she dressed my sister and me alike 
in ruffles. My sister was the feminine 
type but they just weren’t for me.” 
While she “ knit right through a lot of 
bottles of booze,” she didn’t really get 
hooked by needlework until shepicked- 
up a couple of crewel kits to fill the time 
while she was in a Connecticut in­ 
stitution. 
“ Later I was looking for some in­ 
terest and signed up for six weeks of 
courses at The F^mbroiderer’s Guild

Barbed-wire fences may be harder to 
climb, and wooden fences harder to see 
through. But 
for sheer versatility, 
nothing beats the invisible fence 
erected around every piece of property 
by the laws of trespass and nuisance. 
Consider an example: 
The Benson fam ily lived next door to 
a vacant lot on which the owner kept a 
large pile of sand. Whenever the wind 
blew from that direction, sand would 
seep through the doors and windows of 
the Benson house. 


F'inally Benson sued the neighbor on 
grounds of nuisance. In court, the 
neighbor argued that he could not bt* 
blamed for what the wind did. But the 
court held it was unlawful 
a breach 
of the invisible fence 
for him to allow 
his 
sand 
to 
invade 
the 
Benson 
premises. 


OTHER COURTS have 
taken a 
similar attitude toward leaves dropped 
from an overhanging tree, vines 
spreading into a lawn, eaves jutting 
over a boundary line (by a matter if 
inches), and sound waves from a 
neighbor’s howling dog. 
And, of course, the invisible fence 
also bars anyone from walking across 
your property without permission. 
How high does the fence extend? 
Courts used to say it extended all the 
way up to heaven 
a theory that, if’ 
enforced literally, would make every 
airplane flying overhead a trespasser. 
Nowadays, your invisible fence 
extends only to a “ reasonable” height. 
But still, your protection goes higher 
than tin* average housetop. 
In one case a telephone company 
strung a wire 30 feet above a man s 
back yard, contending it was using only 
Ila* “ free and open” air. However, a 
court ordered Ila* wire removed, since 
space that close to the ground might 
well be used someday by the owner 
himself. 
“ The space occupied by the wire,” 
said the court, “ was a part of his land. 
The law protects it from hostile oc­ 
cupation.”

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here. I stayed three years,” she adds. 
She began to volunteer her services 
at a rehabilitation center in Blair­ 
stown.

After all, the first embroiderer’s guild 
in the 1400s was made up of men — they 
wouldn’t let women in .” 


BOTH Mrs. Bucher’s sons have done 
macrame, 
and 
her 
daughter 
and 
daughter-in-law do all kinds of hand­ 
work. Her two granddaughters, 7 and 5, 
already work on simple needlepoint, 
she 
says. 
But 
her 
husband, 
an 
oceanographer, 
expresses 
his 
creativity in building research vessels. 
Mrs. Bucher was graduated from 
Cornell University with a degree in 
aeronautical 
engineering. 
That 
training has proved useful in the 
diagrams she makes for her books, 
which developed from pamphlets she 
prepared for her classes. 
“ Ih e y ’re 
re a lly 
engineering 
schematics rather than artw ork,” she 
notes. “ I think the analytical approach 
makes it easier for the reader to un­ 
derstand how to do the stitches.” 


AMONG the needlepoint items the 
author suggests are watchbands, 
slippers, lam p bases, type w riter 
covers, pillows, wall hangings, chair 
covers, wastebasket and tissue box 
covers, eyeglass cases, m irror frames 
and even an elegant fiyswatter. 
Mrs. Bucher continues her active 
life, slowed down only a little by the 
fact that she suffers from remissive 
spinal cancer. 
“ Your problems don’t end when you 
sober up — you’re just able to cope with 
them using the philosophy of one day at 
a time. Meeting the challenge of the 
other problem has helped me cope with 
this,” she adds. “ Every time you meet 
a challenge you build a little more for 
later.”

The mystique and confusion about 
hypoglycem ia, or abnorm ally low 
sugar level in the blood, is attaining 
enormous propsitions. 
It 
not unusual for a medical term 
to 
capture 
the 
attention 
and 
imagination 
of 
homemade 
diagnosticians. 
Now it seems as if every conv- 
ceivable symptom had been explained 
away by hypoglycemia enthusiasts. 
It has been my fixed rule not to 
describe or identify symptoms of any 
medical condition I write about. The 
reason is that many readers, already 
tense and concerned, find it easy to 
say, ‘‘That’s exactly what I have. 
Therefore I am sure that I have that 
illness.” 
The fact is that symptoms of various 
illnesses often resemble each other 
closely and thus usually cannot be 
pinpointed to one particular disease. 
Today I am deliberately departing 
from this rule in order to emphasize 
how ridiculous it can be for anyone to 
make 
his 
own 
diagnosis 
of 
hypoglycemia simply by identifying 
with one or a combination of the 
following symptoms which can be 
associated with hypoglycemia. 
Headache, fatigue, palpitation of the 
heart, restlessness, double vision, 
emotional upsets, sweating, mental 
disturbances, 
allergic 
reaction, 
changes in personality, nervousness, 
dizziness, hunger-weakness, tingling 
sensations in the fingers and the toes, 
drowsiness, inability to concentrate. 
It is true that these symptoms occur 
in cases of hypoglycemia, but every 
one of these symptoms, single or in 
combinat ion, can also be produced by a 
wide 
variety of 
conditions totally 
unrelated to hypoglycemia. 
Hypoglycemia is a very definite, 
complex body disfunction 


There are two ‘^pes: the organic 
type is associated with tumors of the 
pancreas, liver disfunction, hormone 
deficiencies especially related to the 
adrenal gland, and other intricate 
changes in the normal body function. 
In this, and in the second type, there 
is an increased production of insulin. 
The second, or functional, type of 
hypoglycemia may be associated with 
poor nutrition, 
severe m uscular 
exertion, and faulty metabolism of 
sugar. 
This second type is said to be respon­ 
sible for the symptoms that have 
captured the imagination of super­ 
enthusiasts of hypoglycemia. 
There is no guesswork about this 
important condition. When 
it is 
suspected, very definite and conclusive 
tests of the blood sugar level can prove 
or deny the existence of the disorder. 
The ‘‘five-hour glucose tolerance 
test,” blood sugar studies while 
fasting, and a tolbutamide tolerance 
test are a few of the methods by which 
true hypoglycemia can be diagnosed. 
Once the diagnosis is made, treatment 
can be established, and the condition 
kept in control in most instances. 
Many readers have written to say, “ I 
know I have hypoglycemia and would 
like to know what to do about it.” 
The single most important thing to do 
is to make sure that you really have 
hypoglycemia by having your own 
physician check on your suspicions. 
The alcoholic has been one of the 
most vulnerable people for the new fad 
— exploitation of hypoglycemia. In­ 
jections of cortisone or ACTU are not 
the answer to 
alcoholism, 
nor to 
hypoglycemia. 
Only your own physician can direct 
you to the proper diagnosis and the 
proper control of this intricate disor­ 
der.

worth $306,602 


C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) - Gov. John 
J. Gilligan today listed the net worth of 
he and his wife at $306,602, an increase 
of $48,347 over a sim ilar report he made 
last year. 
Gilligan said the increase was due 
prim arily to a boost in value of their 
securities and personal property. 
In making public his net worth, 
Gilligan called for “ strong, effective 
legislation to insure ethical conduct by 
state employes and officials. 
It was the fourth consecutive year 
Gilligan has filed a personal net worth 
statement. He requires all state em­ 
ployes under his jurisdiction earning 
more than $15,000 a year to disclose 
their finances. 


“ The people of this state and of the 
United States continue to view their 
public officials with distrust," he said. 
‘Scandals at every level of govern­ 
ment, the Watergate incident, secret 
campaign funds, all add to this general 
feeling that politicians are on the make 
and on the take,” he said. 


“ Effective ethics legislation, such as 
that now under consideration in the 
House, is essential if we are to turn 
around this tide of mistrust,” Gilligan 
said. 


Gilligan noted that while his total 
income was approximately four times 
that of the average workingman, his 
state income tax was nearly 12 times as 
much. 


“ This is the real equity of this tax 
reform program,” Gilligan said. “ I pay 
more because I can afford more, and 
that is as it should be.” 
Gilligan’s state income tax return 
showed 
he 
paid 
$787.50 
based on 
taxable income of $37,750, less $1,500 
for three exemptions. 


A total of $827.86 has been withheld 
from his salary during the year and he 
had 
paid 
$100 
in 
estimated

payments. The Gilligans, therefore, 
would get a $140.36 refund.

Police grill 4 in G re g g 
shooting 
Bullet kills girl, 17

A 17-year-old Chillicothe girl was 
fatally wounded early Friday in a 
shooting at a Gregg Street home. 
Police Chief Rodman Scott identified 
the dead girl as Demeatris Louise 
Winfield of 250 Locust St., Chillicothe. 
She was pronounced dead on arrival at 
University Hospital, Columbus, shortly 
after 5 a.m. 
County Coroner Dr. Ralph Gebhart 
said death was caused by a gunshot 
wound to the left side of her head near 
the ear. The bullet, the caliber as yet 
unknown, was still lodged in her brain, 
X-rays revealed. Dr. Gebhart said the 
death was an apparent homicide. 
Police have taken four local men 
into custody for questioning, all of 
them believed to have been at the 


residence at the time of the shooting. 
Officers are attempting to locate two 
others. Chief Scott said no charges 
have yet been filed in the shooting. A 
pistol was the apparent weapon. 
Chillicothe police picked up two of 
the apparent witnesses shortly before 
l l a.m. and local officers were en route 
there to question the pair. 


P O L IC E D IS P A T C H E R Mike Taylor

Decision w ill affect 4,650 districts 
Nixon to release school funds 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) — The Nixon 
administration today confirmed it will 
release $507 million in impact aid to 
thousands of school districts located 
near federal installations. 
The 
Departm ent 
of 
H ealth, 
Education 
and 
W elfare 
said 
a 
statement will be released later ex­ 
plaining 
how 
the 
money 
will 
be 
distributed. 
The decision marks a sharp tur­ 
naround in thinking at the White House. 
Earlier, it had impounded a substantial 
portion of the funds. 
The impact aid to be distributed to 
some 4,650 school districts by m idyear 
includes $68 million in one-time assist 
ance to areas hit by Tropical Storm 
Agnes last June. 
The decision will be especially im­ 
portant to districts with large numbers 
of non m ilitary federal employes living 
but not working in their communities. 
Many had feared they would lose 
millions of dollars already locked into 
their budgets. 
The allocations will be prorated 
under last y e a r’s form ula. H E W 
sources said. 
Districts will receive IOO per cent of 
their entitlement if children of federal 
employes living and working on federal 
premises make up at least 25 per cent 
of total enrollment, 90 per cent if less 
than 25 per cent of enrollment, and 73 
per cent in other categories. 
The entitlement figures are based on 
what districts would have received had 
the program been funded at HK) per 
cent of authorization. 
Most of the money in the 22-year-old 
program goes to school districts on the 
basis of two categories. Children in 
Category A are those who live on 
federal property and attend nearby 
public schools. Parents of Category B 
children 
live in private residential 
areas but work at federal installations. 
Until 
now, 
the 
U.S. 
Office 
of 
Education had been distributing 1972 73 
funds only for Category A, which has 
the 
heaviest 
impact 
on 
local 
tax 
revenues, and for Category B children 
whose parents are in the m ilitary 
This eliminated aid to districts with 
heavy concentrations of non-military 
federal employes who work on govern 
ment installations. 
School districts in every state and in 
nearly all 
the 435 congressional 
districts, will receive money because* of 
the new decision.

No bread? Try some cake! 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
rubbed some more salt in 
the 
wounds of housewives engaged in 
the Battle of the 
Supermarket. 
Rising food prices, we are told, have 
brought the biggest monthly cost-of- 
living jump in 22 years. 
This lends a probably unintended 
air of prediction to Jam es McLane’s 
urging that people with food budget 
problems “eat 
a 
little less” to 
relieve the pressure. As the upward 


trend continues, many may have to 
do just that. 
McLane, who is deputy director of 
the Cost of Living Council, delivered 
himself of this advice in response to 
questions about what remedies the 
government might 
have in mind. 
Doubtless he was just trying to be 
helpful. Unfortunately, his remark 
echoed that famous one attributed to 
a French queen around the time of 
the revolution: upon being told that 
the people had no bread, she is said 


to have retorted, “ Let them eat 
cake.” 
A strained comparison? Perhaps. 
Yet what is one to m ake of a high 
public official in comfortable cir­ 
cumstances who seems so callously 
insensitive to the harsh problems 
which confronted large families with 
small incomes? 
McLane and others of like mind 
would do well to exhibit less wit and 
more empathy. The supply of cake 
may run out. 
THESE DAYS . . . by John 
Reflections on the eve of 


Irwin Schiff, an economist friend of 
mine who has a well-earned reputation 
not only as an analyst but as a prophet, 
has asked a leading question of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
The U.S. government itself has of 
tidally stated that $1,000 U.S. dollars 
as of Feb. ll, 1973, had lost $1(K) in value 
by Feb. 12 because of the devaluation. 
Since the dollar is now officially worth 
only 90 cents, Mr. Schiff wonders why it 
wouldn't be legal to knock IO per cent 
off one’s income for tax purposes. 
“ Financially,” he says, “ it makes no 
difference if a taxpayer loses pur­ 
chasing power by losing money himself 
(and thus creating a tax deductible 
loss) or if the government loses pur­ 
chasing power for him by devaluating 
the money he owns or has a claim to.” 
Mr. Schiff is being wryly facetious, of 
course. For two generations now the 
government has been taking capital 
gains without reference to the inflation 
that has cut the value of the dollar in 
half. 


EVER SINCE the* Supreme Court 
dishonored the gold clause in the 
Nineteen Thirties it has lx*en perfectly 
legal for the government to cheat its 
citizens. But if the citizen were to try to 
recoup on his IRS forms for losses 
inflicted by government 
he would 
quickly discover that his demand for

official honesty would be rated as a 
species of theft in itself. Only an oc­ 
casional Vivien Kellems has the for­ 
titude and the nerve to fight things out 
with the IRS on the basis of common 
morality, good logic and accurate 
semantics. Other people can ’t afford 
the luxury of martyrdom. 
Prophets who are right can be an­ 
noying, and some of the things 
that 
Irwin Schiff said at a congressional 
hearing in January of 1968 must be 
causing such lu m in a ries as Sen. 
William 
Proxm ire 
(I)., 
Wis.) 
and 
form er c h a irm a n of the F ed eral 
Reserve Board William McChesney 
Martin Jr. a great deal of pain these 
days. 
Schiff 
had 
testified 
against 
repealing the gold reserve backing for 
Federal Reserve notes. 
“ Removing the gold reserve,” said 
Schiff, “ is inflationary. 
Dollars can 
simply be run off a press and they 
would be. Prices would climb higher 
and higher (price controls would be 
demanded but would do no good) and 
gold would get scarcer and scarcer. 
Such a move would not be interpreted 
as strengthening the dollar since a 
dollar backed by nothing cannot be 
lx.*tter 
than 
a 
dollar 
backed 
by 
something. Ultimately we would lose 
two or three billion more (in gold) and 
then 
hopefully it 
would 
dawn 
on 
somebody that we dare not lose it all.”

At this point, Schiff told the senators, 
gold sales to foreign nations would be 
suspended. 


PROXMIRE AND MARTIN disputed 
Mr. Schiff’s gloom y 
predictions. 
Proxmire called 
the 
gold reserve 
requirement “ irrational,” and Martin 
said the removal of gold backing was 
“ inevitable” and actually necessary to 
“ discourage market speculation.” So 
Schiff was made to look amateurish by 
the “experts” when he prophesied that 
our 
new 
policies 
would 
end 
in 
devaluation and price controls, with 
gold hitting $105 an ounce on the free 
market instead of $35 an ounce. Schiff 
missed the mark by a few dollars; gold 
was at $95 an ounce on the free market 
in mid-February of 1973. 
(Jive Richard Nixon credit, he is 
trying to do something to check in­ 
flation and, thus, to keep the IRS honest 
when it insists on taxing your dollars as 
if they were stable entities. 
But as long as we live in a society 
that turns to government itself 
to 
maintain full employment, inflation 
will continue to be our way of life. 
There won’t be any way out of the 
dilem m a 
until 
som e 
form ula 
is 
discovered to keep unemployment at a 
m inim um without 
calling in the 
government to subsidize the jobless as 
a m atter of right.

New national food policy urgent 


WASHINGTON — There is some 
misconception of what old King Canute 
was up to when he sat on the shore and 
ordered the tide to stay back. Under no 
illusion himself, he was demonstrating 
to his foolish sycophantic courtiers that 
he could not control the forces of 
nature. 
A 
parallel may exist here with 
President Nixon’s attem pt to hold back 
prices against what many of his own 
courtiers believe are the inexorable 
laws of supply and demand. 
As the battle of the beefsteak rages 
on, grumbling can be heard in the 
White House directed at Secretary of 
the Treasury and general commander 
of domestic affairs George P. Shultz. 
The kindest thing said about him is that 
he is an ideologue with his feet stuck in 
concrete. 
W hether Shultz was personally 
responsible for the incredible folly of 
abandoning the Phase 2 controls, which 
were working fairly well, for the 
charade of Phase 3 no one will say. But 
the onus falls heavily on the com­ 
m ander who now confronts the rising 
tide of protests, boycotts and a demand 
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in Congress for a rollback of prices to 
the level of early January. 


OBSERVERS with close contacts 
with consumers feel that neither the 
boycott nor the freeze on food prices 
will substantially lower the total the 
housew ife pays at 
the checkout 
counter. The latest 2.2 per cent jump in 
wholesale prices makes the retail 
climb inevitable for several months 
ahead. And the most-disturbing aspect 
of that jump was the way in which 
prices of industrial com m odities 
nearly kept pace with the consumer 
rise. 
One of the ablest consumer advisers, 
Mrs. E sth e r P eterso n , a form er 
assistant Secretary of Labor, in talking 
to housewives finds an awareness that 
government tinkering with prices is not 
enough. As one of her audience put it 
recently: 
“ I’m a Republican and I don’t like to 
think that it’s Mr. Nixon’s fault that 
we’re paying $2 a pound for steak and 
$1.50 a pound for hamburger. Isn’t 
there something wrong with our food 
policy?” 


A GREAT MANY people are asking 
whether the present food policy is not a 
completely outmoded carryover from 
the scarcity concept of the ’30s. That 
was 
when, 
under 
the 
New 
Deal 
program to raise the level of farm 
income, millions of acres were taken 
out of production and farm ers — not a 
few in the large-scale agribusiness 
were getting government checks to 
keep their land idle. 
After delaying for more than seven 
months, Secretary of Agricultural Earl 
But/ finally began to reverse this 
scarcity program. But far more must 
be* done to put idle land back into 
production. At least 50 million acres 
can becom e productive again if 
governnment moves quickly. Given the 
g re a t 
facilities 
of 
m echanized 
a g ric u ltu re in this country, the 
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“Eddie is coming over to play with me. What shouldn’t 
we break?’’ 


problems of food at home and abroad 
could be manageable. 
The boycott has served at least to 
bringing into sharp perspective the 
urgent need for a new national food 
policy. Last year the chairman of the 
American Meat Institute, Clifton B. 
Cox, who is also president of Armour 
Food, in his annual report pointed to 
the “ feast or fam ine” character of 
livestock production and marketing 
resulting in inefficiency and start-and- 
stop 
operations 
contributing 
to 
unemployment and higher prices. 
“ We need a 
national 
policy to 
stabilize the production of an ample 
supply of meat for consumers,” Cox 
said. 


HE 
LAID 
DOWN 
several 
prescriptions for a new policy. Most 
important was the stabilization of food 
drains with a government-sponsored 
storage and insuracnce program to 
level off the peaks and valleys in the 
supply of what is the raw material of 
meat production. It takes eight pounds 
of grain to produce one pound of beef. 
Agriculture is the most-vital element 
in the American economy. If the full 
force of productivity on the farms is 
unleashed, exports of wheat, feed 
grains and soybeans can go a long way 
to offset the d e te rio ria tin g trade 
balance in the next decade. 
The red-ink side of the trade ledger 
will be augmented by 1980 with a deficit 
in the cost of imported oil of up to $17 
billion a year. One estim ate is that the 
abundance of the farm s as geared to 
full production could offset at least half 
of this. 
The hard-working American farmer 
with the superior mechanization at his 
command can do a lot to pull us out of 
the trade slump But government must 
be an active partner if this is to come 
about.

Howto bake 
ladyfingers

Ladyfingers are so popular that food 
markets all over the country carry 
them. But if you like to cook from 
scratch, make your own according to 
the following recipe. 
After the ladyfingers are baked you 
may serve them “ as is” or put two 
together with a favorite frosting. Or 
you may want to use them as a base for 
an “ icebox” dessert or strawberry 
shortcake. 


LA D Y FIN G ER S 


'/2 cup sifted cake flour 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
Vh teaspoon salt 
3 eggs 


>/2 cup plus 2 tablespoons sugar 
V2 cup teaspoon vanilla 
Grease and lightly flour 2 ladyfinger 
pans (each pan holding 12 shapes and 
each shape about 4 inches long and 11/4 
inches wide at narrow middle section) 
On wax paper sift together the flour, 
cornstarch and salt. 
In small bowl of electric mixer, at 
medium speed, beat together the eggs, 
Vjs cup of the sugar and the vanilla until 
thick and ivory color. Gradually fold in 
sifted flour mixture making sure that 
all dry particles are blended. 
Fill each ladyfinger shape in one of 
the pans with about 2 tablespoons 
batter — batter will come up to top of 
shapes. Sprinkle I tablespoon of the 
remaining sugar over batter. Keep 
remaining batter refrigerated while 
baking first pan, then till and bake 
second pan the same way. 
Bake in a preheated 350-degree oven 
until a cake tester inserted in center 
comes out clean — 12 to 15 minutes. 
Cool slightly, then loosening edges with 
a small spatula, remove from pan to 
wire rack to cool completely.

BECAUSE her mother spent years 
working on a large quilt that never got 
finished, Ann-Sargent Wooster has a 
new interest in life. A painter and a 
sculptor whose ambition is to become 
an a rt critic, Ann is not only a prolific 
quilter but the author of a fascinating 
book on the subject. A combined 
history and how-to volume, her book, 
“Quiltmaking — The Modern Ap­ 
proach to a Traditional C raft,” was 
just published by Drake. 


Story of a Book 
‘‘The book is a result of several 
things,” she said, “my m other’s never- 
finished quilt — I’m rn the process of 
finishing it — and a show of American 
quilts I stumbled into at the Whitney 
Museum a few years back. Because 
I’m an artist. I got interested in 
quilting designs and before I knew it I 
was hooked.” 
Ann, who also authored “The Art 
Reference Guide” , likes to dig into 
subjects and find out where and how 
ideas originated. Her research resulted 
in “Quiltmaking” . 
“ You know ,” she said, “ quilts 
started out to fill a practical need, but 
when women got into making them 
they got involved with color and p at­ 
tern and quilts becam e an art form .” 


Origin of “Spinster” 
Among the fascinating facts m en­ 
tioned in the book is the origin of the 
word spinster. 
“When the Pilgrim s first cam e to 
Am erica they didn’t m ake quilts,” she 
said, “ because they had to im port all 
fabric from England and they needed 
clothing m ore than they need bed­ 
covers. By 1640 they were allowed to 
m ake linen. Each family, by law, was 
required to have the services of a full­ 
tim e spinner, usually a child or an 
unm arried woman, hence the term 
spinster.” 
The book, which is illustrated with 
draw ings and photographs by Ann, 
includes a Quilting Dictionary that 
explains standard quilt 
types and 
term s. You can dip into the book 
anyplace and find fascinating reading 
or how-to tips and sketches that show 
you how to duplicate some of the most 
fam ous quilting patterns. 
One of the most fascinating pages of 


American quilting history, says Ann, 
involved Friendship Quilts, a tradition 
sim ilar to barn raising. For a Friend­ 
ship Quilt, each friend donated a 
square. 
M arriage Quilts date back to 1700 
when an engaged girl would invite her 
friends to her home to see her wedding 
presents and to help her m ake a 
Wedding Quilt, one with hearts and 
other symbols of love. The charm ing 
custom died out around 1900 
when 
household gifts replaced quilt blocks. 
Ann, who is working for her doc­ 
torate in Art History at Hunter College 
in New York, prefers quilting small 
things — jackets, pillows, baby quilts 
— because she has little time for big 
projects. Her book suggests how these 
can be m ade, too. 
If you are interested in “Quilt­ 
m aking” or its fascinating history, you 


can order this book through your local 
book shop.

President asked to declare 


Ohio counties disaster areas 


TOLEDO, Ohio (A P )—President 
Nixon was asked to declare eight Ohio 
counties federal disaster areas after 
officials estimated damage caused by 
Lake Erie flooding earlier this week at 
$27.5 million. 
Gov. John Gilligan surveyed the 
flood-stricken area Thursday before 
making the request for federal aid. The 
counties included Lucas, Ottawa, 
Sandusky, Erie, Lorain, Cuyahoga, 
Lake and Ashtabula. 
Hardest-hit by Lake Erie waters was 
the Point Place area of Toledo. Of­ 
ficials estimated the damage as $2.5 
million there. 
By Thursday, most of the water had 
been pumped from the area and 
residents had returned to their homes. 
Electricity had been restored to all but 
a few homes. Gas service was expected 
to be completely restored this af­ 
ternoon. 
City workers were repairing damage 
to a dike in the Point Place area. By 


Thursday, a private contractor had 
repaired an 80-foot breach in a high- 
wall. 
Northwestern Ohio nearly saw a 
replay of flooding Thursday. Flood 
warnings were issued early in the day. 
But waters dropped later after winds 
shifted. Minor flooding was reported. 
If the President grants disaster 
status, homeowners and businessmen 
in the area would be eligible for low- 
interest federal loans. 
The same district was declared a 
disaster area in November, 1972, after 
another flood struck. Claims were re­ 
ceived totaling $1.6 million from the 
Point Place section. 
In another effort to locate funds to 
aid the area, Toledo Mayor Harry 
Kessler said he would approach the 
Ohio Department of Natural Resources 
and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 
Earlier, the mayor said he would ask 
the city council for funds to improve 
the dike.

The Ellsberg defense team planned 
to ask U.S. District Court Judge Matt 
Byrne to recess the Pentagon papers 
trial until Monday. 
The sudden illness of attorney 
Leonard Boudin, who has a heart 
condition, 
interrupted 
Ellsberg’s 
testimony Thursday. 
Ellsberg, on trial with 
Anthony 
Russo for espionage, conspiracy and 
theft, had been scheduled to tell jurors 
how his opposition to the Vietnam war 
spurred him to copy the Pentagon’s 
secret study of the war. 
Boudin, 60, a veteran civil rights 
attorney, wears a heart pacemaker to 
regulate his heartbeat. 
He was 
examined by a 
Los Angeles car­ 
diologist and a defense spokesman said 
the doctor found no serious problems 
but recommended that Boudin undergo 
more tests today. 
Ellsberg has admitted publicly that 
he released the documents to news 
media in 1971 
two years after he and 
Russo copied them 
when Congress 
had taken no action. Ellsberg and 
Russo are not charged with releasing 
the papers, only with copying them.

Guards 
are checking everyone who boards the 
vessel and screening all provisions 
being loaded aboard 
British Navy destroyers will escort 
the liner through the Mediterranean 
and Royal Air Force planes will 
shadow her all the way. Adding to the 
security problem will be stops in 
Lisbon on the way out and in Majorca 
on the return voyage.

The lineup of guests includes Stan 
Kenton, Woody Herman, Count Basie 
and Benny Goodman. Their interviews 
were taped this week and last week in 
cities where they were appearing.

“ For anybody else-like the rock 
bands 
the reaction they get is no 
surprise, because they’re doing the 
things the kids are doing,” Basie said. 
“ But I ’m quite surprised and very 
happily so at the way the kids react to 
the things we’re doing,” he said after 
his interview with Ford for Sunday’s 
show. 
Hi* said later he finds it amusing that 
some elders who dismiss the younger 
generation as tin-eared and untalented 
“ are shocked at finding the quality of 
musicians they have in colleges and 
high schools. 
“ They just don’t believe it. They 
really think the kids can only play in 
one key. But these kids are really 
playing today. They know what they’re 
doing.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - A bill 
liberalizing probate court procedures 
to settle estates has been recom­ 
mended for passage by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee.

bond before administering the estate of 
the deceased spouse.

didn’t pose the problem 
exactly that way today.

What the USHA experts did was to 
put out som e advice on how to stretch 
the food dollar for protein-rich, body­ 
building foods necessary in family 
nutrition. They very carefully avoided 
any recommendations. 
Measured in term s of February 
grocery prices, a six-cent serving of 
dry 
lieans will provide 
the 
sam e 
amount of protein as 66 cents worth of 
porterhouse steak or 67 cents worth of 
lamb chops, the experts said. 
Further, according to the USDA cost 


figures, when it com es strictly to meat 
and poultry, the best buys for protein­ 
conscious shoppers are whole chicken 
and hamburger. 
“One way to determine good buys 
among meats and meat alternates is to 
compare the costs of amounts ... that 
provide 
equal 
protein,” 
the 
Agri­ 
cultural Research Service said in a 
report. 
T w enty 
gram s 
of 
protein, 
for 
exam ple, is about one third of the 
recommended daily allowance for a 20 
year old man. A three-ounce serving of 
cooked lean beef, pork, lamb, veal, 
turkey or fish provides about 20 gram s 
of protein or more. 
On a 20 gram basis, the protein cost 
rating of bacon, for example, is 63 
cents, hot d ogs35 cents and bologna 47 
cents. 
Some other ratings on this 20-gram 
protein scale: peanut butter 12 cents; 
milk and eggs 18; beef liver; turkey 
and canned sardines 20; liverwurst 34 
and veal cutlets 63.

A 
definite amount of mental and physical 
stimulation is involved in handling a 
camera and a roll of film, in processing 
negatives, in making prints or in 
handling a set of oil colors and a brush 
to produce a hand-colored photograph. 
Therefore, through the years, V S P ’s 
basic 
instructional 
services 
hasn’t 
changed 
its teaching of taking, 
processing and printing black-and- 
white photographs and hand coloring 
black-and-white prints. 
These basics maintain V S P ’s major 
objective: to impart a sense of per­ 
sonal achievement.

Nancy has limited use of her fingers

It’s placed in her mouth 
and she takes pictures by tongue 
pressure. 
Tom and Nancy photograph staif 
and patient activities and their 
enlargements decorate the hospital 
walls and corridors. Tom is head of 
Goldwater Hospital’s Community 
Board and has been photographically 
involved in numerous projects. 
O n e was recording special medical 
techniques devised for patients, to 
illustrate reports at medical meetings.

Editor’s Note—H. R. Haldeman and 
John D. Ehrlichman are two of the 
most powerful of President Nixon’s 
lieutenants. Here is a close look at the 
men and their duties by Frank Cor­ 
mier, AP White House correspondent.

Robbins Haldeman and John Daniel 
Ehrlichman share an ample supply of 
critics—and a boss who considers both 
of them nearly indispensable. The boss 
is President Nixon, so the critics don’t 
count for much at the White House. 
No 
strangers 
to 
controversy, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman also share 
with Henry A. Kissinger the distinc­ 
tion of being Nixon’s most powerful 
assistants. Charter members of w'hat 
some have called 
the “ German 
Mafia,” they regulate the flow of 
people, papers and proposals reaching 
the President’s office. 
Haldeman—everyone 
calls 
him 
Bob is chief of the White House staff, 
keeper of the gates and Nixon’s nay- 
sayer. Ehrlichman has likened him to a 
lord chamberlain. 
Soon after the President took his oath 
in 1969, Haldeman’s office became 
known to critics as the “ Berlin wall” — 
because members of the Cabinet and 
Congress found it blocking the path to 
Nixon’s door. 
More recently, Republican Sen. 
Lowell 
Weieker 
of 
Connecticut 
suggested 
Haldeman 
had 
advance 
knowledge of policies and personalities 
behind the Watergate conspiracy and 
should resign. The bipartisan leaders 
of the Senate select committee in­ 
vestigating campaign misdeeds stated 
publicly 
they 
had 
no 
evidence 
Haldeman was involved. Haldeman 
added a firm denial of his own. 
Ehrlichm an 
is 
the 
President’s 
domestic policy assistant and, like 
Haldeman, he has been judged too 
aloof and inaccessible by some ad­ 
ministration officials as well as sena­ 
tors and congressmen. 
The two men, close friends since 
college days at UCLA, are Christian 
Scientists who neither smoke nor drink. 
As young men they were Eagle Scouts. 
Like Nixon, they display enameled 
American flags on their lapels and 
Haldeman even shares the President’s 
enthusiasm for cottage cheese lunches. 
Politically, 
Haldeman 
is 
a 
con­ 
servative generally regarded as 
standing somewhat to the right of 
Nixon. P^hrlichman is seen as more 
receptive to liberal thought. Both are 
intensely loyal to Nixon. 
Ehrlichman, when interviewed by 
author Allen 
Drury 
for 
his 
book 
“ Courage and Hesitation,” said: “ Part 
of our job is never to confront the 
President with a situation in which he 
has to disappoint someone or take a 
harsh action. For that reason, we 
usually send memoes 
to him for 
decision He can then be perfectly free 
to turn ideas down without making his 
decisions personal.” 
Haldeman 
also 
gave 
Drury 
testimony to Nixon’s detachment from 
argumentative hurly-burly, 
and 
to 
Haldeman’s own reputation for barring 
the presidential door. 
“ Ehrlichman, Kissinger and I do our 
best to make sure that all points of view 
are placed before the President,” he 
said. “ We do act as a screen, because 
there is a real danger of some advocate 
of an idea rushing in to the President or 
some other decision-maker, 
if the 
person is allowed to do so, and actually 
managing to convince them in a burst 
of emotion or argument. We try to 
make sure that all arguments are 
presented calmy and fairly across the 
board.” 
In pre-election days, Haldeman 
made no secret of a conviction that the 
original builders of Washington wisely 
placed the White House and the Capitol 
at 
opposite ends of 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 
“ I don’t think,” he said, “ Congress is 
supposed to work with the White 
House...There is a clearcut division of

think that a certain amount of distance 
is healthy.” 
Since 
November, 
Haldeman 
and 
Ehrlichman have been more accessible 
to Congress members, especially 
Republicans who argued they fared 
poorly in the election because of White 
House preoccupation with fashioning a 
Nixon landslide. Consultation and 
cooperation now are oft-used words 
and the President himself has found it 
desirable to expand the list of those 
invited to periodic breakfast sessions 
with COP congressional leaders. 
Haldeman, 46, 
married and 
the 
father of four, became a dedicated 
Nixon partisan more than 20 years ago, 
admiring his dogged pursuit of alleged 
Communist Alger Hiss. A volunteer 
whose responsibilities increased with 
each Nixon campaign starting in 1956, 
he enlisted Ehrlichman in the cause. 
Haldeman looks like a chief of staff, 
erect and tall, his thinning crewcut 
show ing ample scalp His sense of hu­ 
mor tends to be rather sardonic. 
He brought several proteges, among 
them press secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler, to the Nixon staff from his 
position as vice president and Los 
Angeles manager of the J. Walter 
Thompson advertising agency. 
Haldeman’s most visible avocation is 
taking home movies of Nixon, which he 
shows to friends. Tennis, chess and the 
guitar also lay claim to his limited 
leisure time, along with such plays as 
“ Godspell” 
and 
“ Jesus 
Christ 
Superstar.” Cocktail parties are not for 
him. 
Ehrlichman is the more affable of the 
two but is no devotee of the Georgetown 
party circuit either. A World War II air 
corps navigator and former Seattle 
zoning attorney, he is 48, stocky, round- 
faced and balding. He and his wife have 
five children. 
He and Haldeman have a zest for 
sunshine 
that keeps 
them 
tanned 
troughout much of the year as they 
follow 
their 
boss to 
Florida 
and 
Southern California. 
Ehrlichman thinks of himself as an 
attorney with a single client, Richard 
Nixon. 
His loyalty is unquestioned. So is 
Haldeman’s.

Methods for detection of 
breast cancer, he emphasized, are not 
painful. 
Dr. Ralph Gebhart asserted that 
“ beyond all doubt, lung cancer is 
caused by c ig a r e tte s He said people 
may inherit a tendency for cancer. 
Dr. Robert A. Heiny reminded that in 
1937, uterine cancer was the No. I 
cause of death among women and that 
by 1972 the death rate has been cut by 
65 per cent The decline, he said, is 
credited to the use of the Pap test 
Although the Cancer Society has en­ 
couraged women to have the Pap test, 
only 2,451 received it last year and of 
these 15 were positive He said cancer 
of cervix is “ practically IOO pear cent 
curable with early detection.”

Barbed-wire fences may be harder to 
climb, and wooden fences harder to see 
through. But 
for sheer versatility, 
nothing beats the invisible fence 
erected around every piece of property 
by the laws of trespass and nuisance. 
Consider an example: 
The Benson family lived next door to 
a vacant lot on which the owner kept a 
large pile of sand. Whenever the wind 
blew from that direction, sand would 
seep through the doors and windows of 
the Benson house. 


Finally Benson sued the neighbor on 
grounds of nuisance. In court, the 
neighbor argued that he could not be 
blamed for what the wind did. But the 
court held it was unlawful 
a breach 
of the invisible fence 
for him to allow 
his 
sand 
to 
invade 
the 
Benson 
premises. 


OTHER COURTS have taken 
a 
similar attitude toward leaves dropped 
from an overhanging tree, vines 
spreading into a lawn, eaves jutting 
over a boundary line (by a m atter if 
inches), and sound waves from a 
neighbor’s howling dog. 
And, of course, the invisible fence 
also bars anyone from walking across 
your property without permission. 
How high does the fence extend? 
Courts used to say it extended all the 
way up to heaven 
a theory that, if 
enforced literally, would make every 
airplane flying overhead a trespasser. 
Nowadays, your invisible fence 
extends only to a “ reasonable” height. 
But still, your protection goes higher 
than the' average housetop. 
In one case a telephone company 
strung a wire 30 feet above a m an’s 
back yard, contending it was using only 
the “ free and open” air. However, a 
court ordered the wire removed, since 
space that close to the ground might 
well be used someday by the owner 
himself. 
“The space occupied by the wire,” 
said the court, “ was a part of his land. 
The law protects it from hostile oc­ 
cupation.”

here. I stayed three years,” she adds. 
She began to volunteer her services 
at a rehabilitation center in Blair­ 
stown, N.J., where she had spent some 
time, and became active in teaching 
AA members needlework. 


“ A HOBBY is a healthy thing,” she 
explains. “You can ’t go to AA meetings 
all day and you want to become a part 
of the human race again. Most of us 
lose coordination and feel we have 
wasted 
a 
lot 
of 
time, 
so 
doing 
something creative gives you a sense of 
accomplishment.” 
After receiving her Em broiderer’s 
Guild teaching certificate she set up 
her shop, Stitch Witchery, and with the 
revival of interest in crafts traveled 
widely to lecture at museums and 
workshops. 
“People are beginning to realize the 
pleasure of working with their hands 
again, and more and more men are 
laking up needlework, usually starting 
with needlepoint or rugs and going on 
to other things,” she says. 
“The men who do this kind of work 
are usually much better than women. 
After all, the first em broiderer’s guild 
in the 1400s was made up of men — they 
wouldn’t let women in.” 


ROTH Mrs. Bucher’s sons have done 
macrame, 
and 
her 
daughter 
and 
daughter-in-law do all kinds of hand­ 
work. Her two granddaughters, 7 and 5, 
already work on simple needlepoint, 
she 
says. 
But 
her 
husband, 
an 
oceanographer, 
ex p resses 
his 
creativity in building research vessels. 
Mrs. Bucher was graduated from 
Cornell University with a degree in 
aero n au tical 
engineering. 
That 
training has proved useful in the 
diagrams she makes for her books, 
which developed from pamphlets she 
prepared for her classes. 
“ T h ey ’re 
really 
engineering 
schematics rather than artw ork,” she 
notes. “ I think the analytical approach 
makes it easier for the reader to un­ 
derstand how to do the stitches.” 


AMONG the needlepoint items the 
author suggests a re w atchbands, 
slippers, lam p bases, ty p ew riter 
covers, pillows, wall hangings, chair 
covers, wastebasket and tissue box 
covers, eyeglass cases, mirror frames 
and even an elegant flyswatter. 
Mrs. Bucher continues her active 
life, slowed down only a little by the 
fact that she suffers from remissive 
spinal cancer. 
“Your problems don’t end when you 
sober up — you’re just able to cope with 
them using the philosophy of one day at 
a time. Meeting the challenge of the 
other problem has helped me cope with 
this,” she adds. “ Every time you meet 
a challenge you build a little more for 
later.”

Moran, a Cincinnati lawyer, fell in love 
with wine and wine-making 20 years 
ago during a visit to the wine-making 
area around Hammondsport, N Y. 
Now he is embroiled in a suit against 
five New York State wine producers 
charging their wine violates Ohio law. 
Moran said most of his information 
comes from material printed by the 
wine companies, themselves. 
Moran’s suit, filed Feb. 20, names the 
Taylor Wine* Co.; Pleasant Valley Wine 
Co.; Widmer Wine Cellars Inc ; Gold 
Seal Wine Co. and Canadaigua In 
dustries Co. 
Moran said Ohio law, passed at the 
urging of Ohio winemakers in 1899, 
requires that all wine sold in Ohio must 
be made of at least 75 per cent pure 
grape juice. 
For years, Moran said, the New York 
State manufacturers have been adding 
water and sugar nj) to 53 fier cent in 
their products. 
He called it a “ cheap industrial way 
of reducing acidity,” but added that he 
never charged them with “ not making 
good wines.” 
Moran insists that the law, which was 
modernized in 1953, should be enforced 


He has amended his suit to include 
those makers who are using dried 
grapes, called extracts, in their 
products. 
Monday, the Ohio Board of Liquor*■ 
Control, announced (fiat tests had been 
made on the defendants’ wines and 
nothing harmful to health was found 
The state is not part of the suit 
“ I am delighted they have that 
result,” laughed Moran, “ because I 
drink it too I didn’t set out to accuse 
them of that I never said it was harm 
fiji.’’

Do You Have Hypoglycemia? 


The mystique and confusion about 
hypoglycem ia, or abnorm ally low 
sugar level in the blood, is attaining 
enormous propsitions. 
It 
not unusual for a medical term 
to 
capture 
the 
attention 
and 
imagination 
of 
homemade 
diagnosticians. 
Now it seems as if every conv- 
ceivable symptom had been explained 
away by hypoglycemia enthusiasts. 
It has been my fixed rule not to 
describe or identify symptoms of any 
medical condition I write about. The 
reason is that many readers, already 
tense and concerned, find it easy to 
say, “ That’s exactly what I have. 
Therefore I am sure that I have that 
illness.’’ 
The fact is that symptoms of various 
illnesses often resemble each other 
closely and thus usually cannot be 
pinpointed to one particular disease. 
Today I am deliberately departing 
from this rule in order to emphasize 
how ridiculous it can be for anyone to 
make 
his 
own 
diagnosis 
of 
hypoglycemia simply by identifying 
with one or a combination of the 
following symptoms which can be 
associated with hypoglycemia. 
Headache, fatigue, palpitation of the 
heart, restlessness, double vision, 
emotional upsets, sweating, mental 
disturbances, 
allergic 
reaction, 
changes in personality, nervousness, 
dizziness, hunger-weakness, tingling 
sensations in the fingers and the toes, 
drowsiness, inability to concentrate. 
It is true that these symptoms occur 
in cases of hypoglycemia, but every 
one of these symptoms, single or in 
combination, can also be produced by a 
wide variety of 
conditions totally 
unrelated to hypoglycemia. 
Hypoglycemia is a very definite, 
complex body disfunction. 


There are two \,pes: the organic 
type is associated with tumors of the 
pancreas, liver disfunction, hormone 
deficiencies especially related to the 
adrenal gland, and other intricate 
changes in the normal body function. 
In this, and in the second type, there 
is an increased production of insulin. 
The second, or functional, type of 
hypoglycemia may be associated with 
poor nutrition, 
severe muscular 
exertion, and faulty metabolism of 
sugar. 
This second type is said to be respon­ 
sible for the symptoms that have 
captured the imagination of super­ 
enthusiasts of hypoglycemia. 
There is no guesswork about this 
important condition. When 
it is 
suspected, very definite and conclusive 
tests of the blood sugar level can prove 
or deny the existence of the disorder. 
The “ five-hour glucose tolerance 
test,” blood sugar studies while 
fasting, and a tolbutamide tolerance 
test are a few of the methods by which 
true hypoglycemia can be diagnosed. 
Once the diagnosis is made, treatment 
can be established, and the condition 
kept in control in most instances. 
Many readers have written to say, “ I 
know I have hypoglycemia and would 
like to know what to do about it.” 
The single most important thing to do 
is to make sure that you really have 
hypoglycemia by having your own 
physician check on your suspicions.

Hie Zilcan family cannot trace their 
origins back to prehistory, but they 
still have records to show they were 
producing cymbals for the “ Mobtar” 
hands of the Ottoman arm y’s Jan 
nissary corps, which terrified the 
armies of Europe with their shrill pipes 
and clashing cymbals. 
More peacefully, they still provide 
the Armenian Patriarchal church here 
with the cymbals used to accompany 
the choir at the Liturgy.

Gilligan's net 
worth $306,602 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Gov. John 
J. Gilligan today listed the net worth of 
he and his wife at $306,602, an increase 
of $48,347 over a similar report he made 
last year. 
Gilligan said the increase was due 
primarily to a boost in value of their 
securities and personal property. 
In making public his net worth, 
Gilligan called for “ strong, effective 
legislation to insure ethical conduct by 
state employes and officials. 
It was the fourth consecutive year 
Gilligan has filed a personal net worth 
statement. He requires all state em­ 
ployes under his jurisdiction earning 
more than $15,(KH) a year to disclose 
their finances. 


“ The people of this state and of the 
United States continue to view their 
public officials with distrust,” he said. 
‘Scandals at every level of govern­ 
ment, the Watergate incident, secret 
campaign funds, all add to this general 
feeling that politicians are on the make 
and on the take,” he said. 


“ Effective ethics legislation, such as 
that now under consideration in the 
House, is essential if we are to turn 
around this tide of mistrust,” Gilligan 
said. 


Gilligan noted that while his total 
income was approximately four times 
that of the average workingman, his 
state income tax was nearly 12 times as 
much. 


“ This is the real equity of this tax 
reform program,” Gilligan said. “ I pay 
more because I can afford more, and 
that is as it should be.” 
Gilligan’s state income tax return 
showed he 
paid $787.50 based on 
taxable income of $37,750, less $1,500 
for three exemptions. 


A total of $827.86 has been withheld 
from his salary during the year and he 
had 
paid 
$ioo 
in 
estimated 
tax 
payments. The Gilligans, therefore, 
would get a $140..‘16 refund.
